calendar which he considers to have

The learned priests of tliis ancient 
race, he said, based their calendar on 
a year of twelve months. like

Gregorian calendar, but divided the 
montl^s into thr€>e weeks of ten days 
each. 
The odd day.s were liJsed as n a ­ 
tional holidays, or .set a.ude for sun 
wonship. 
Tiahuanacu is the name given to a 
group ot very ancient ruins in vest- 
ern Bolivia, twelve miles from 
the 
southern end of Lake TiLicaca and 
not far from the Peruvian Irontler.

the first Inca.s and others with 
the 
Pirua.s, the rulers ol a very ancient 
people known as the Hatun iUinas.
